VICTORIA'S READY SY.MPATIIY. 

Mayor Ilnywurd Transmits the City's 
Commiseration, While Relief Sub- 
scriptions Are Prompt 

There never wos yet a city of Cnnada 
overtaken by sudden and great disaster, 
briiigiiig misery and privation in its 
train, that did not lind Victoria a syni- 
patlietii' friend— prompt to provi' her 
earnestness by sending hands into pock- 
ets for practical evidence of her feeling. 
It has iilways been so; the big-hearted 
AVestern charity of the city is proverbial, 
and even although there have bo<'n 
heavy demands of iate upon the public, 
through distress nearer at home and 
through tbe patriotic determination to 
bear a full share in the responsibilities 
ajid honors of e.^iKmsive war, the cry 
that eoines from (ire-swept Ottawa and 
Hnll is not unheard.

Ho said to the Coloiiist corros- 
poiulent that lie liad received a wire 
from Wiiiniiieg regarding the death from 
alleged inalignant smallpox at "Winnipeg 
Of Hector Finlnyson, a passenger who 
had arrived in Vancouver by the steam- 
ship Einjiress of .Tapan from the Orient, 
and tbe spreading of the disease from 
this case. Dr. I'agaii said he bad come 
to Vancouver to look into the case, and 
had decided that Hector Finlayson 
couUl not have died of smallpox, as- 
alleged. Dr. Fagan said that it was 
out of the (luestion altogether that 
Finlayson could have had tbe germs of 
siiiallpo.x in him so long without tlieir 
being developed. Finlayson was 1-1 
days on board ship, the usual time for 
the disease germs to develop, after 
which he was tliorougbly fnniigated and 
e.xaiuined with other passengers in 
(liiarantiiie at Victoria. Arriving in 
'V'anconver lie lived there six days 
longer without tlie disease developing. 
If Finlayson died of smallpox in Winni- 
peg, the disease must have been con- 
tracted in "N'iincouver, which is very 
iniprobnblo indeed, as there is no small- 
pox in Vanrouver. Dr. Fagan lielieves 
that the Winnipeg antb(u-ities are mis- 
liiken, iind that Finlayson's death was 
not due to snialliiox. 

Speaking of the influx of .Tapauose, 
Dr. Fagan s:iid thiit the bealtb dejiart- 
nieiit were taking the most elaborate 
lirecaiitioiis, that every imiiiigraiit Wiis 
stripped, examined, fuinigntod and v:ic- 
ciiiated. As to the overcrowding b.v- 
laws. ho was improving the niaebitiery 
of the department so that more effective 
work could be done. They were not 
prepared for the big tidal wave of 
.Tnpancsc, but he was deterininGd to see 
that tbe overcrowding law was enforced

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JAPANESE FIX.VNCES. 

Depression Follows Delay in Making In- 
vestments Profitable— Foolish Com- 
petition Also a. Cause. 

For some time past .lapau iias been 
.stillering from tiuaiicial depression, aris- 
ing great part from the large amount 
of capital which has been locked up in 
enterprises, which as yet, are not pro- 
ductive, and many proposals have been 
made for getting over the diiliculties. 
'fhe subject has been very fully discus- 
sed iit the meeting of the economic so- 
cieties in Japan and amon>; others by 
Count luouye, the well known staleuian 
whoso opinions liave been suuiniariseil 
by the Japan Wei'kly Mail in the follow- 
ing points: First, tlio country is threat- 
enetl with embarrassment owing to the 
oiilllow of specie, and the nation must 
endeavor to be more self-supplying. 
Secondly, one of the greatest obstacles 
to material progress in Japan is want of 
intelligent combination; railway compan- 
ies, store houses, and in a general sense, 
all persons engaged in industrial and 
commercial enterprises, seem to be ignor- 
ant of the immense advantages resulting 
from co-operation; tliey prefer dislocation 
and wasteful competition, the result be- 
ing that the wlmlc machinery of trans- 
port and of business transactions moves 
in a slow cumbrous, fashion. Thirdly, 
the hopes founded on treaty revision 
have iiroved illiisui-y, so far as iiitlow of 
foreign capital is concerned. According 
to present appearances, direct loans from 
abroad, seems to be Japan's only way of 
getting foreign money; but such loans in- 
volve a yearly outUow of specie and 
their products do not go at once to the 
development of commerce and industry. 
There has been evidence that foreigners 
are willing to come to Japan and start 
largo undertakingB, but at the eleventh 
hour they have been deterred by the 
discovery that land could not be lield in 
their names, and that various restrictions 
are imposed on thoir participtition in im- 
portant coiniianies. lie was of o|iinion 
that all obstacles of that nature should 
be removed, for unless Japan ctin obtain 
foreign capital and employ it only to de- 
veloj) her own resources, but also to nid 
in opening up China, and thus creating a 
market for her products, her future is 
not l)rilliant. Fourthly, it is futile to 
criticise the country's foreign politicians 
as not being suflieiently active. 'I'lic 
plain truth is that the nation has not 
kept abreast of its foreign policy. Dip- 
loinacy cained for Japan large oonces- 
sions in t^bina after the war in 1804-0."), 
I)ut_ the peoplo li-ive utterly failed to 
utilise them. Count liionye seems In fa- 
vor the trust and syndieate system, 
which has tnkwi such a hold nn the 
United States of America, and which 
are hringini; ahont economic problems of 
n verv dilTcuU nature. The tendency 
is in tlie same direelioii ris .Inrwin, and in 
fact it s'Huns lo b<^ the inevitable resiilt 
of our ju-esenf system of trade and in^ 
diistry. Tlie snlotion of such prob- 
lems are of more importance to the 
great masses of the people than those of 
n iner'^lv tei-hnical nature and 't would 
lir. well if scieiitilic men would direct 
their attention to them, for m economies 
as. in engineering, the forces at work

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GIANTS AS SOLDIERS. 

Mamiuotb Men Who Participated in 
Wars ia Many Ages. 

As a typical siant 'warrior,- the Komau 
Emperor Maximinus stands pre-eminent. 
Stundiug upwards of eight feeti hia 
streugth was herculean, and his appe- 
tite—if we believe tiie tales of. his drink- 
ing seyen gallons.oC wine. and devouring 
80 pounds of meat at a sitting— Gargan- 
tuan. 

To throw sixteen of the stoutest cauui- 
followera, to keep up for several miles 
with the Emperor's horse and then with- 
out ii rest to defeat in wrestling seven of 
llie strongest soldiers, was the feat 
wliieh placed tlic Thrai-iau shepherd on 
tlie first rung of .tlie ladder whieli, 
througli every .grude 'of cruelty and 
treachery,- he ellmbed to its summit and 
the puqple' wasireuchcd. Ho wus 'essen- 
tially, a Q'ghtor;, and though uinre lilce an 
ogre from fuirylnnd than u!>y human 
being, .dlBpIayed hotli 'Viilor as a solditir 
and nlnlity^.as n genenil. 

IFtirold IlardrallM, wliu ad- 
viMilunius career in tlio Miisl invndod 
England, was also of gigiiiilic stature. 
" Si'vcu toot of grimnd. or as much more 
lis he is sallcr than other men," did Har- 
old of England promise him before the 
two forces .ioined issne at Slami)ford 
Kridge. He fought in the forefront of 
the battle, wielding his two-handed 
swiiiil \vi(h Berserk fury. Imilding up 
around 'iiini a'nimpart of ileiid foes, 'till, 
stricken in the neck with iin arrow, he 
liimselt was beatiMi dying to the ground. 

More than (300 years later a gigantic 
Turk ot 8 'feet (5 inches— a soldier in the 
array •tben 'besieging 'Vlennn — was 
wounded during n sortie of the citizens 
and made prisoner. Converted to 
Christianity, he avus taken into the ser- 
vice of Count Hunyndy, and for many 
years olllciilted as porter at bis palace in 
A'iennn. 

■\Vhe)i speaking of giants as soldiers, 
the (irent Grenadiers of Frederick Wil- 
linni (tf Prussia must not bo forgotten. 
These mighty men. however, were rather 
for show than for use, and had they 
hail occiision to smell powder it i.s 
doubtful, to say the least, how they 
would 'have comported themselves. They 
Mere shaniefviUy treated by the King, 
who, having impressed thein by wile or 
force, made them alternately the objects 
of his ridiculous favors and of his gross 
inhumanities, and seem to have spent 
their days ir\ drill, gluttony and abortive 
efforts to escape. 

Perhaps the best known unit of this 
gigantic regiment was Maximilian Chris- 
topher Mnllcr, a colossus of eight feet, 
■who, having 'by reason of an affection 
of the legs, hod the good fortune to be 
dischargea by liis royal nmster, came to 
England, where be earned no inconsid- 
erable sum by exhibiting his abnormal 
stature at the various fairs. He has 
been imortiklized by Hogarth in the 
" Southwark Fair," where he is depicted 
on a sliowelotb over a booth. 

Every visitor to Madame Tussaud's 
will remeniber the wax model of Louah- 
kin, tlie Kussian giant, who was no less 
than S feet .'') inches in height. This 
giant was a drum-major of tlie Imperial 
ItegimoHt of the Guards, and served in 
the wars ot Circassia witli such distinc- 
tion as to obtain three medals. 

Althont'h Chang, the Chinese giant, 
who not long since diwl at Bourne- 
mouth, •^vus himself but a civilian, he 
had, according to iiis own account, in 
an elder brother, Chang Son Goo, a re- 
doubtable warrior. The'latter was said 
to have ^ccn the ■ terror of the Tartar 
hordes, •js'liioh, -seeing rthat he was over

Grand Forks, April 2()— .Tames Mac- 
kinnon, inspector of the Eastern Town- 
ships Bonk, has returned East, delighted 
with his sojourn in the Boundliry coun- 
try. 

"The primary object of my visit," he 
said, *'was to inspeet our branch at 
Grand Forks. I was greatly pleased 
with the showing made. Mr. McLaugh- 
lin, our local manager, has worked up a 
nice business and has ticcured 11 good 
class of customers. We will establish 
a branch in Phoenix shortly. I was 
greatly impressed with the po.-'Sibilities 
of businet^s in the West. .-Vlthough our 
bank i.s a conservative institution, it may 
be an object for us to extend the scope 
of our operations in the West; money in 
the way of deposits is llowing in upon us 
in the East, and it is not always easy 
to ni.iko good investments.

This its the bolief I will 
disseminate on my return. .Many will 
realize its truth wlii'n too late. I should 
not be anuprised if British Columbia be-' 



came the wealthiest province in the Dom- 
inion within the next ten years. 

"Grand Forks has a bright future. Its 
growth h.is been simply marvellous. Our 
liauk will <;reet a substantifll brlclc build- 
ing here ere long." 

On the Phil Sheridan claim of the 
Earthquake j^roup in Brown's camp, 
north fork of Kettle rivei-, a shaft 4x8 is 
being sunk on the ledge and has now at- 
tained a depth of'fifteen feet.

Oen 
Jtnndlo was only oiirht miles away with 
tlie infantry and j:uus, liavinp: made 17 
miles yesterday, H.v the time lie has 
reached Thnba N'chu and joined llaniil 
ton's and Siuith-DorrienV liripide, imles; 
tile Hoers have alreiid.v boon driven out 
and Hamilton and French are followin 
tlionj. Our despatches say that the ei 
cniy were still holding the oastorn out- 
let of tho town. Hie object of thiri ri^ 
sistancc is iindoubtodl.v to keep French 
from sweeping eastward on thii road to 
liodybrand. If ho Is not delayed he will 
bo in a position to fall upon the enemy' 
force in its retreat from Weponer. The 
distance to lie covered is about 4(1 miles. 
If the enemy can liold him back for twen 
•ty-tour hours tlie retreating forci' nniy 
be able to get north of Ladybrand, 
•which case it will be a rwir chase. We 
do not antit'ipato any «t\ibborn resistance 
at Thalia N'chu, but simply enoii;,'li to 
liold French back for a day or more if

THE HULL-OTTAWA FIBE. 

Hull and Ottawa hare certainly had 
llieir baptism ol tire, and unhappily the 
death list is large. Ten deaths are re- 
ported, and it is possible that when thi 
list is finally made np the number may 
be greater. There will bo universal 
approval of the action of the Dominion 
sovornmeut in contributing $100,000 
the relief of the sufferers. The Ontario 
;;overnment has telegraphed .$2,500 fur 
the same puipose, and the le^is 
hituro has voted ?2o,000. We assume 
that p.-irliament will be asked 
apiiroiiriiite the full sum of .SlOO,!)!^) 
immediately. The .$10,000 already 
paid over by. the federal govern- 
iiiput is doiibtlc's in the nature of an 
einertjency grant. 

Our information is lli;it the very ;.'reat 
inajorit.v of the sufferers arc workins 
people, without much means; In many 
cases indeed without anythiug at all 
.•iheail, nnil tlieir case is iiurticiibirly iin- 
forliiiiatc" because the estalilisliiiienis ii 
wliicli tliey have liecii employed liave it 
many instances been destroycil. Frob 
ably a gn>at many of them will find 
work in connection with tho building 
operations and the Reneral cloaning up 
of the burned district, but even allowing 
for tliis, there must be ii great ii<;al 
destitution, unless relief is prompt and 
;;enerous. ' »JR 

It is unfortunate that this c-ityassiich 
cannot nnike a contribujion to the fund 
Imt there appear to be insuniiouutabli 
legal dinicultics in the way. Under 
tbcse~circum8tanees it is to Vie hojied 
that the citizens will respond to the re- 
<inest for com ribui ions in a lilieral 
spirit. Small sums will swell th(? list, 
and no one should besitiiti? to give 
simidy because the umoiint is not large. 
Lists have been placed in tho banks and 
UGWsptiper oflices, and everyone should 
coino forward with something. We 
think the governniont ought to make a 
li.'ind.'-ome contriliiitiiiM. I'ulilic opinion 
will endorse very liberal .act ion in riie 
premises. 



tJOVmiiSMK.NT KAILWAY.S. 

■Rlr. Smith Curtis in hi.« campa 
spetvhes talks a great deal about the 
.•.iiistnictiou of r.ailways in British Col- 
iiuibia by the government. Very maii.v 
things can .be said about such a policy 
that are attractive to the average voter. 
JOven thwe who are accustome<l to think 
for thomselves on political problems arc 
lia-.'.zlcd by tho idea of a province own- 
ing and operating railways, . giving just 
-such freight rates as the people can af- 
ford to jiay, ami making .such profits as 
lo reduce tho rate of tiix^;tion. Tlioorct- 
ically it all Jooks verj^frtfei;hut as.ii niat- 
teivbr practice, it is^^ 



railway system of British Columbia is 
such that any roads which tho province 
could possiblly construct will have to de- 
pend largely upon lines owned by cor- 
porations for business. If any one will 
look up the history ot those railways 
which have been built in other parts of 
Canada, or in the United States, under 
similar conditions to those that would 
surround government railways in this 
province, he will find tlmt sooner or 
later, and usually in a very sliort time, 
tho minor roads all fell into tlii; hands 
of the larger companies upon which tliey 
depended for business. Tho reason was 
that the connecting lines made it impos- 
sible for the smaller lines to do a profit- 
able business. Build a government 
roiid between the Coast and Kootenay, 
and the connecting roads would simply 
starve it to death. Of course the gov- 
ernment road could enter into trafBc ar- 
rangements with the otlier linos, but the 
nioment it did that it would be precisely 
upon the same footing as fhe other lines, 
and tlio advantages to be derived by 
tho people from having a lino indei.ond- 
cut of corporation control would imme- 
diately vanish. It will ho reincnibored 
by our Liberal friends that one of the 
ai'fs of the I-aiirier ministry, most 
strongly criticized, was the acquisition of 
the Drummond County railway. The 
defence was that without an independ- 
ent lino into Montreal the Intercolonial 
was at the mercy of otlier companies 
and must bo operated at a loss. It seems 
probable that the Intercolonial may hi- 
made to pay its expenses hereafter, that 
is not including llie interest on its cost; 
but no one pretemls that it can be oper- 
ated so as to give tho publii.' cheaper 
freight rates than other railways chargi-. 

But if tho Intercolonial, instead of 
being ;i losing proposition from tlie 
sturt, paid its way and interest on its 
cost besides, there would lie no argn- 
•neiit from that fact in favor of the 
govenunent ownership of railways. The 
Intercolonial was not built as a specula- 
tion, nor for the purpose of giving the 
imblic lower freight rales than they 
could otherwise enjoy. Imt because Nova 
Scolia and .New Brunswick llally de- 
clined to enter the Union unless this 
line was built. All that successive 
ministers of railways have been doini; 
since the line was openeil for tratllc lia.s 
been to nmkc the best out of a bad bar- 
gain. 

If we were beginning all over again at 
railway construction in this province, we 
might think of adopting tlie principle of 
govoninient ownership; but if we did, 
it is not very cle.nr that we would have 
had many miles of railway by this tin s, 
and that our population would have been 
sulTlcient to require them. Suppose 
British Columbia had been left to itself. 
Does any man suiiposi; we would have 
built tho Canadian I'acific through tlie 
mountains as a government workV 
Does any man suppose that we could 
luive possibly raised llie money by 
taxation to pay the vast delicils which 
the operation of that part of the C. F. U. 
line for the first decade involved? We 
must deal with things as they are. 
Whiit is possible in compact countrio^; 
or what can be done in colonies havinj 
full control of all tho sources of taxa 
tioii ari> not possible for a limited popu- 
lation spread over an euornious region 
like British Columbia with only limited 
powers of taxation. Tho idea of govern- 
ment railways must be dismissed as a 
pleasant but idle dream. Wo must look 
to privp.te euteriiri.se, assisted within 
reasonable limits by the government, to 
supply us the rail connections so much 
required. Let the people give wliat 
they can afford to and give it outright; 
or we ourselves should prefor that they 
should give nothing, but only undertake 
certain limited responsibility on condi 
tions which might remove the responsi- 
bility entirely in certain contingencies. 
In other words, limited gunrnntees ter- 
minable when tlio lines are able to de- 
fray all charges, is tlie plan of aid we 
prefer.

K(!ar-Ad- 
iiiiral I'alliscr te.'^led the coal, anil report- 
ed as follows: ■"Wc are hapjiy to say it 
lias bc'en found most satisfactory; 
much so that I have written to tiio Lords 
Commi.ssioners of the Admiralty recom 
mending its use." It is, lu)wev(>r, .us a 
coking t;oal that its chief value lies. Tli 
coko product is not only superior to any 
Western coke, but 5 per cent, better 
than the celebrated Pacahontas coke of 
West Virginia, which took the premiun; 
at the World's Fair in Chicago. The 
company produces coko for $3.50 per ton 
and sells it for $4.25 per ton. The smelt 
era ut Nelson, Trail, Grand Porks and 
Greenwood are entirely supplied from

Transvaal, ;iill miles from Durban and 
four frou. N'olkrust. Village in open 
plain. Coiilil ull'er no defence 
lacked, iiiili'ss troops between it and 
the bonier. 

Commandant. — The nominal lieutenant- 
general of a commando. 

Coiiiinando.— The body of Boors collected 
in the form of an irregular rcniiuent of 
mounted infantry. No proper control, 
discipline, or organkation. 

I)e Aar.— Junction of lines in Cape Col 
ouy, 500 miles from Capetown. Im- 
portant point for the distribution of 
troops. 

DoiiKu. — The beil of a river or water 
bole, usually dry, with steep banks on 
either side. 

Dopper.— The I'uritanical ■ultru-Cousor- 
valive and more rctrogi'cssive sect oC 
the Boer Chtirch. President Kruger 
is a Dopjier. 

Dorp.— .V village. 

I Irakensberg.— .M()uiit,-iiii range separat- 
ing the Orange Free State from Natal. 

Drift.— A ford through a river. 

Dundee.- Small town in Natal, on 'J'riins- 
vaal frontier, .Military camp. 

Durban.— Only [jort in Natal. Popula- 
tion about 15, 000 whites. Large har- 
bor works. No docks. 

Field Cornet, or \'eldt Cornet.— A sort 
of sub-maKistrate of the Transvaal, ex- 
ercising ill-deliiied powers with the 
usually misuses. 

Glencoo.— .luuction on the Natal railway. 
British troops hero. 

Graafreint.— E.\cessively Dutch district 
in Cape Colony; population about 2,- 
000, most of whom are anti-British, 
passively, if not actively.

AFRICA'S CLIMATIC CONDITIONS. 

How Winter WillUect Lord Roberts' 
Advance. 

The South African winter- begins to- 
wards the end of April, and lasts until 
September. It is a very common fallacy 
to .suppose that it is always warm, if not 
hot, under the Southern Cross; it can be 
cold enough "to freez the tail off a brass 
monkey," as the miners say. Here and 
there, but very rarely, there will be snow. 
It may freeze ou most nights, particular- 
ly on tho uplands, and at a 5,000 foot, 
or greater, elevation above the sea. Dur- 
ing the day it is cold but clear, bright, 
dry and eternally smuiy, with a cloudless 
blue sky, ijnd an exhilaration of atmots- 
phore unequulled iu auy other part of 
the world. 

MONTHS WITHOUT RAIN. 
The dryuess of the climate is often, in 
fact, usually carried to excess; five, six 
or seven mouths without ruin are trying 
in tho extreme, and the drought, if pro- 
longed, as it often is producer many uu- 
ploasaut results. 

'I'be veldt early in the winter takes on 
tho universal hue of brown packing pa- 
per. No sign of green anywhere, lu fact, 
in order not to be out of fashion, it dons 
a suit of khaki. As far as the eye can 
travel is one monotonous neutral tint 
stretching to the hills. Here lind there, 
maybe, oven this monotony is rendered 
the more ugly by great black patches, of- 
ten running up the sides o£ hills. Tliese 
are where the veldt tires have taken 
place, either luirposely or by accident. It 
the fonner, the farmers, have set light 
to the grass with the idea of stimulating 
the next year's growth witli the burned 
up asbes of the carbonized herbage. This 
is an old Boer belief, and is not iiarticu- 
hirly ellicacious. 

The Boers do uot like this season of 
the year. Now is the winter of their dis- 
content. Tbey arc chilly mortals, and 
under normal conditions would trek as a 
matter of course to the Hlghveldt, or 
tlie Boschveldt, or tbe Sweet veldt, or 
the Winterveldt, as it is severally called. 
This is tho district to the north and north- 
west, where it is slielterod, warmer, and 
comparatively immune from cold winds 
and night frosts. Very many Boers have 
their winter farms up iu this district, 
and trek thither regularly every winter. 
BOERS DRE.AD WINTER. 
Under ordinary eircumstanecs it is cer- 
tainly indicated by exporience and prece- 
dent that the Boers lose all mobility in 
the winter. They are, so to say, a hiber- 
nating race, antl with the approach of 
winter they have been hitherto wont to 
disappear from the haunts of men, and 
keep away until the grass grows in the 
summer. 

But the war may alter all this. How 
tbey will feed their horses and oxen is 
a mystery, for they have little if any storo 
of green forage, and ensilage is unknown. 
Compressed bay, if procurable, which is 
unlikely, would be strange food for tbe 
roor scliimmcl, and would probably make 
bim sick, while the oxen must have water 
and grass, which are both cousi)icuous 
by their absence during tbe winter 
inoiubs, when the veldt is as dry as a 
bone. 

But what is li;id for tbe beasts is good 
for man. The winter air, if cold and call- 
in-r for overcoats and thickest nnder- 
clolhing. is gloriously invigorating and 
heaJth-.i;iving. Already the [iroportion of 
idlicers and men discharged from hosiii- 
tal is extriujrdinary high, and harriug 
very serious wounds, recovery is wonder- 
fully speedy. 

The low liarmoelrical pressure, the ex- 
Ircnie purity of tlie tiir, and the dryue.ss 
of the soil, due to natural drainage, are 
the three great factors that make for tbe 
recuperative properties of tho South Af- 
rican winter climate. An eminent physi- 
cian has defined mountain air above the 
altitude ot six thousand feet as bidng to 
rarefied for the maintenance of vigorous 
health. The uplands of South Africa, 
with a rare sanitary discretion, have uni- 
forndy kept just below that figure, and 
conse<iuently are not Open to the charge 
of being too rarefied. 

PL UE, DRY ATMOSPHERE. 
With regard to tbe purity and dryness 
f the :rir, it is a fact that ordinary thin 
lazed writiiig-popi'r will curl up and 
crackle- like a in'w and crisp Bank of 
England note, unless held down by 
eights while being written upon. 
The greatest curse of South Africa, es- 
pecially in winter, is, without doubt, the 
dust. A properly stage-managed South I 
\frican dust storm is a thing to be re- 
membered through one's life. It nemos 
from nowhere, permeates everjrwhere, 
and disappears into the interminable blue 
eiiier. 

Sonietinios, but uot always, it is the 
precusor of rain, and then, here and 
there upon the arid brown veldt there rise 
up red-brown columns of swirling dust, 
like nnto thi; inverted cone of a water- 
spout. Tbey travel quickly, but it 1h 
usually possible to dodge them. When 
t^vo such whirlwinds meet, collide, and 
assimilate in mid -air tbi^ effect is weird- 
ly Bibical. 

The constant grinding of ox-wagon 
wheels along unmade roads churns up 
dust which is always ankle deep, ami of- 
times more. A south wind comes along 
and sweeps up the loose dust into huge 
opaque clouds which envelop everything 
in their passage over the veldt. The 
dust itself is gritty, dense, sharp where 
it drives on to one's skin, and leaves an 
acrid tasto in the mouth. Careful anaJy- 
sia proves that it is mainly composL>d of 
decomposed vegetable nuitter, minute cry- 
Btalline particles of quartz, powdered 
detritus, and a couple of dozen. .chemical 
components of deddcdly unhealthy' ten- 
dency. 

NEED NOT DREAD WINTER. 
It is a curious but perfectly provable 
fact that the coldness is less felt in 
South Africa than elsewhere, iu conse- 
fiuenco of tlie absolute slilli)e.>-s of tho 
atmosphere.

Poor Majcndio, of the Rille Brigade, at- 
tached to Roberts' lIor.se, badly wound- 
ed, died during the nigbt, aud two or 
three other men wounded were, I be- 
lieve, the only casualties. Had wo been 
live minutes later, and bad they come up 
to the river before us, our !osst>K would 
have been very lieavy. We took up our 
headauartcrs in the farm about halt ii 
mil" from the ford— a rathefnicely furn- 
ished house, which the unfortunate owner 
had fled from in the greatest hurry; our 
people who first got in said they found 
coffee hot and ready to drink. There 
waa no water except the river, and it 
was a very steep, uncomfortable climb to 
get to it down the steep banks. But our 
thirKt was awful, and 1 am afraiil to siiy 
what I drank, iiuuldy though it was. 
We had little food that nigbt. Our mess 
tilings ooidd not reach us, so we liiid 
some Maggi «oup and cocoa and biscuit. 
My servant with the led horse came in 
all right, so I bad niy valise aud slept 
well enough in the open, though it was 
ft very hot night. Next morning, 'J uet^- 
day, llith, we were up ai daybreak, and 
a niessenge had come in that Ivord Kit 
chener was following us and would ooine 
iu directly, and we were going lo wait 
A TRYING .MARCH. 
After his arrival wc fouml Lord Rob- 
erts was also coming on Sr^ine of the 
infantry h:u\ arrived late the evening bo- 
fore, but were awfully (■xhausted. I^ord 
could see them and asked which bf inb 
Roberts wanted to see the cavalry divi- 
sion march off. He seemed awfully 
I)leased with our suci'itss the night be- 
fore with so little loss. Eventually we 
slarteil about two hniiiw later lhau we 
should have liked, and made for the Mod- 
der, which we meant tn strike about Kliji 
Drift. The inarch wa^ m(.?t tryiii 



hot; no water except at one well, where 
there was enough for men, but not for 
the horses. Abmit U)() horstts died that 
day. We were attacked on our left Hank 
during the day, but they drove off the 
enemy easily, though they wounded a 
few of us. .Vhout .">.30 we ItHuw we 
were near the river, as wc could see the 
usual belt of green indleatSng the low 
bufihes and trees on the banks about five 
miles on. The General hurried on, and 
as we nearcd it we saw there werftjiigns 
of a Boer laager on the opposite bank. 
There was nuieli clamor for the guns aud 
complaint that tliey were so far behind. 
But, as a matter ot fact, we had come 
loo fast for the artillery, and the horses 
Mere dead beat. When they arrived, Ihc 
guns opened on the laager, and the I'itb 
Lancers made a very good advance, but 
there was next to no opposition. The 
Hoers were completely ^iurprised, and all 
bolted, We dashed ai;ros.s the river, se- 
eurcd the fords and their three laagers 
on the other side, and the contents, in- 
cluding a considerable amount ot am- 
munition, a few rilles, a considerable 
number of cuttle and sheep, and, above 
all, cut one o£ their lines of coiiimuiiica- 
tion from Bloemfontein. Some of the 
staff KOttled at a farm house, which, 1 
regret to say, bad been soniewbat ruth- 
lessly looted by a regiment of which bet- 
ter "things iniglu have I yen expected. 
Tb<!re was a good well of water here, 
which was delicious, and wc watered the 
horses in the river. I slept well again 
in the open, and we had better food than 
the night before. 

HORSB.S EXIIAUSTKD. 
LToodoes Drift, February 22. 
My last page sent home wan, 1 think, 
down to the night we reached the Mod- 
der at Klip Drift. The horses were so 
exhausted— the beat had been very ijreat, 
and they had Jiad no water-during the 
march— and as there was news of the 
eneuiy being in front it was ilecided to 
rest a day at Klip Drift, so 1 went down 
to the river and had a wash, niy first 
since We had left Moilder River, hi the 
evening the general wi'iit round and elotie- 
ly examined the position^ the enemy bad 
taken up, and from which there had been 
some slight firing during the day. The 
Ueiieral decided on the the line of ad- 
vance he would make next day, the 
great day on which we were pledged to 
riile into Kimberley. But it was obvious 
it was out ot the (luestion, now the en- 
emy, wlietlii'l' strong or weak, bad come 
and taken up a position nearby, for us to 
leave the river till the infantry had come 
up to hold it iu our rear. Therefore, a 
message had been sent back to toll Lord 
Roberts, and late that night, or, rather, 
in the middle of the night. Lord Kitche- 
ner came in, and ticncral Kelly-Kenny, 
with some of his division. Our march 
uext morning was to be delayed till uiore 
of the infantry could come iu and re- 
lieve our outposts. The Lieneral, J,.ord 
Kitchener, and Kelly-Kenny went round 
the position early; then back to break- 
fast, and the Brigadiers were told where 
to form up and to come as (inii/kly as 
possible alter us, when they w eri' reliev- 
ed. It was, of course, iuevilable that we 
should be delayed, but il wa.-< miit.l an- 
noying. We had to get to Kimberley that 
night. \\'e should have to light' at tlie 
eiiil of the nrireli; every lojur of daylight 
was ^f uliiiost iniportaiice, and if we did 
not get into Kiuili.OKv we did nut know 
where we \'. ere goii:g li, get water. At 
last 

WE STARTICIJ ABOUT <). 
We had about twe'iKy-four miles lo do. 
We knew from spies and [irisoners that 
the enemy exiiected we were going to 
march for BloeiiUonrein. We poinied at 
lirst as though we were going in that dl- 
recii.iij so as to deeii'c the eiiiMiiy. After 
a tew milen a gun n eneil on iiis cju (lur 
h'tl. A battery was al once bri>ughl up 
into position to reply. The eiuaiiy s lire 
was singularly aceurale; llie front shell> 
tell lallii'r near llie (iem-ral and bis stalT. 
But when uiir battery opened the enemy 
ilirected their lire on it. .\ii olllcer was 
killed, and alioiit twelve men wound. 
While this was going on the head of our 
column discovered the enemy posted on 
a line of kopjef^ immediately in «ur front 
and running along to our left front. It 
wac> obvious therefore that our front and 
left front was held by the enemy, also 
our left rear. Between lay an open 
space at right angles on our left about a 
mile or a mile and a half broad, rising 
gently afay from us. The moment was 
one 1 can never forget. There was u 
pause during which we all looked at 
each other. I watched the General, won- 
dering what be would do. It would have 
been simple enough to manoeuvre and 
light had we nothing to do but light tlie 
enemy in front of us. But we had lo 
get to Kimberley that night or fall. Sud- 
denly the General: decided to 
MA3<B A^DASH 
and he pointed to the- rising "\!;ound ou 
the left. Pie sent for the brigadiers, or- 
dered three batteries up to play on the 
cnemy^ and the; 16th Laucere and the 0th 
LanceiTfi to make a^dash at once and trust 
to the ridge at the top of the pJain not 
being stropgly held. As the 9th and lUth 
advanced a terrific fire opened on them, 
and as they disappeared into the dust 
one wondered bow they could have fared. 
As the dust clonred the General decided 
to ride for it himself, and ordered every- 
thing to follow. We sat down and rode 
all we knew, expecting the same lire on 
us. To our great Burprine not a shot 
was fired. The uwra! effect of the eaval 
ry charge across their front and the fear 
that we should worlt round their flank 
had been too much for the Boersi,,and 
they had bolted. Still more remarkable 
was the little loss they had inflicted— a 
few dead horses.ahd. some W.ounded; not 



that be would follow us as best he could 
in support with rest of army. Ijord 
Kitchener bad also been to our camp 
in the morning and said that -sve wore 
to relieve Kimberley, even if it cost us 
half our force; that If we were able to 
move after this we might be allowed to 
make a dash for Bloemfontein. 

So all this rather altered our original 
idea, which was that we were to be al- 
lowed to makejtraight for Bloemfontein, 
thus cutting Boer communications, and 
generally demoralizing them, while the 
rest of the army worked round quietly 
to Kimberley. 

OUR FIRST MARCH, 
was to Ramdan, about twenty-two miles 
south and n little east of Modder River, 
Itaindaii Ih only a fai-m-bouso on the 
veldt, with a large water pan and one 
good well. We arrived without opposi- 
lion or news of the enemy, aud the Gen- 
eral took up quarters in the farmhouse, 
which bad been hastily evacuated and 
almost everything taken away. Next 
morning, Monday, February 12, we 
marched at 4. Formed up in the dark 
and waited for dawn, and then proceed- 
ed almost due east for the Hiet River, 
which we -ivere to cross somewhere, and 
bold both banks and secure thcin for the 
infantry. About 8 a.m., we found some 
(<f the en(>my ou our left front and Hank. 
At lirt;t we thought it was only a small 
patrol, but they soon opened tire on us 
with two guns. 'J'lie (ieiieral brought 
lound Broadw(JOd"s Brigadi', to secure 
our right and hold some koiijes on what 
would theii become the right of our posi- 
tion. The ground was in places very 
steep and rocky, very trying for horsw. 
Olio shell fell just in front of my line 
and another burnt by General French in 
the middle of his staff, but hurt no one. 
Tin- Gi?neral soon decided to push on 
for the river, and brought round his left, 
which was Cm-don's Brigade. The Boers 
relin-il, but showed in sume force on our 
left, and were evidently prepared to de- 
fend a iiarticular drift they piet,uniably 
thought or hoped we were making for. 
The General, decided to feint for this 
drift with Gordon's Brigade and 
DASH FOR THE RIVER 
further to our rigiit, and chance being 
able to cross it by fording or swiminiiig 
and holding opposite bank till the pou- 
tooiu; could eonu' up. We wiiited about 
what we thought was two miles short of 
the river to let Gordon dc'Velop his at- 
tack, the General moving slowly on while 
the rest remained halted. After a hit 
he sent back for the lird brigade to ad- 
vance at the gallop, and be and an en- 
gineer oUlcer, Winter Weston, who was 
in charge of the pontoons, and some of 
the ataff led the way to the river. We 
could see where it was by a thin greeu 
line of bushes. We were' all awfully ex- 
cited at this, and wc dashed on to the 
bank as hard as we could go, expecting 
the Boert; to fire on .us at,' any momeat. 
Luckily they weren't therei and when 
we got to the water's edge the first man 
who entered to try to ford got his horse 
bogged in the sand. However, the point 
was to- secure a position for our crossing. 
Therci were' two kopjes on our side of 
the bank 'about half a mile apart. The 
General 'got some squadrons on to these 
as quickly as possible, and having dis- 
covered a track which led to a house 
further to our right up the river— It seem- 
ed certain that it must load to a ford — 
he prctised on in direction of the track, 
which did lead to a ford by which the 
mounted infantry crossed. By this time 
we were under lire. In fact wo had "^vou 
the river hy five ininut(Yi only, and that 
only by galloping — a remarkable instance 
of the value of -cavalry.

Thus,- General French had ^secured the 

river by a feint to his left with one bri- ^. ^ . , 

gado, and then hy galloping bad won the la aingle dead man, about five wounded 



was all I saw on the plain. The whole 
thing was a marvellous example of what 
cavalry dash can do. The ridge at the 
end had been held by a very few Boers — 
no or 60, our people thought. But they 
did not wait; one man only was caught 
np and killed. As we 

OLEARED THK RIDGE 
we saw a small farm to our h'ft front. 1 
was ordered to reconnoitre it wiili X few 
meu> and found good well wali'r, but uo 
provision for watering horses. In gal- 
Joping ou again I soon fouiul myt^elf 
among low kojijeis which looked singular- 
ly capable ot holding Boers. 1 saw a 
iioer pony standing aloue witli saddle 
and bridle, and rode up to it, intending 
to bag it. Its owner had probably been 
shot, and it must have followed the oth- 
ers till blown. It had been ridden to a 
standstill, and we could not lead it, so 
bad to leave it behind. 

Soon after this one «hot was fired at 
us from the kopje. So I decided it waM 
quite time I followed the direction the 
troops bad takei). Soon afterwanls 1 
found the staff halted at a deserted farm, 
where there was good well water for 
men, but next to notliWig. unfortunately, 
for horses. Here, however, we rested 
for about an hour while the division, was 
collected and ;eforiiw..!. AbuUL a iiiilu 
off w" a Jioer lield ambulance, and 

sent to intt rrogate th' in. They \> ere 
very civii and spoke English jierfectly. 
We auked the doctor in charge whether 
he was ii- want of anything, lie saiil no, 
but might ho go and look for his wound- 
ed, that he was lutiicr lost, and did not 
know whu: had bi'i'dinc of or happened 
to his forte. He was told, of course, he 
eouM 111) all I h»>k for bis wounded and 
that ho hail beUi-r cf.nu' and talk to the 
Gener.il. Si) h- g( • into his Cupe cart 
and druve r>iun.| l>i ;h> farm and had a 
I lik. I'resi iitiy w.' Moved on. We got 
lo a ridge overlooking a great plain, and 

i<! M H^;l;!.f;^ was vlshsle. 

in troi.t of aloui 12 miles olV. We 
could hear occa.sioual huonis of guns 
and coukl se;- the pulTr^ of the buiesting 
shells. Broailwood's Brigade was sent 
to the left to demonstrate and draw tbo 
attention of the enemy to an attack com- 
ing from the south. There was a small 
kopje to our right. 

The General halted the rest of the dl- 
vitiion and climbed the kopje to uurvey 
the .situation and try to gel into helio- 
graph communication with Kimberley. 
For a long lime we llaslied, but uo rejdy. 
We became very im]iatient. .\t last we 
cunld see them Hash. Wc told. I'oem who 
we were and asked which way they wish- 
ed us lo attack. l''ur what seemed ages 
no answer. Then they asketl what our 
force was, and a whole lot of rot which 
made us furious, wasting time. At last 
it dawned on us they thought we were 
Boers "pulling their legs"; and so it 
turned out. .\t last we came to an un- 
derstanding, and they replied we were 
advancing on the best line, and on we 
went. To make a long story short, we 
met practically with no oppi»iition. The 

neniy bad got wind of us and had bolt- 
ed from all their positions on the south- 
east and east with the exceiptiou of om; 
jiosition on the east, from which Ibey 

helled our right brigade with one gun. 
Col. I'orler gol his guns into position to 
reply. My liorse was now so beat I 
could only move ,it the walk iin we en- 
tered the Boer position. The enemy had 

leared after firing a fow shells and had 
taken their gun with them. Purisuil. un- 
fortunately, was out ot the (inostion. 'J'he 
horses were dead boat and without water. 
Everything in the Boer laager had been 
left in confusion and hurry, and appar- 
ently no attenipi had been made lo clear 
with its contents— tents and cooking pots 
being left beliind. Arrangements were 
made for watering, and tlie posiliuii the 
troops were to bivouac on for tlie night, 
and then the General \\ itli a detachment 
started to ridc' into Kimberley, still seven 
miles off. 

E.NTERIXG the TOWN. 
It all seemed strange and so simple. A 
fcvw hours before, as we first came in 
sight. We would see and hear the smoke 
and boom of the guns, the siege still in 
progress. Now all was quiet. The east 
iiul southeast was quite cleared of the 
enemy. They bad simply made a bolt for 
it as we approached. Without ever get- 
r within rille shot and without out 
the loss of a single man so far as the ini- 
mediale vicinity of Kimberi'ly -was con- 
cerned, we had sinqily driven the enemy 
away. But it should never be forgotten 
I hat what decided the fate of the day 
was tlie General's masterly decision in 
the early morning to cut bis way llirough 
what thi'U seemed might he an almost 
surrounding of us by the enemy, and in- 
.stead of losing time by wailing to light 
ihelii, to have tljein and risk their lieiiig 
on (Ur lianl;.-^ and rear for (lie resi uf 
llie clay, 'J hey bad ihcir (■lianc(\ and 
real g.jod one.' but t'.c failed to take it. 
'J'lii'y were .-iniply ,'imi ralixeil by the t^nr- 
liris..' ami rapidity of our advance. Kim- 
berley was relieved, and the cavalry had 
done it, after triivelling miles in the 
liottest six days 1 ever remember, (^'ruwds 
of people collected in clusters as we got 
into the town, and, of course, there was 
great cheering They all looked well 
enough,, and wo learned there was ac- 
tual food enough for some weeks; though 
I bey were reduced to borsc-flcsh. 

The General had been n«ked to go on 
to t'je club, fl little further in the town, 
where there w.is n sort of OVntlon. AVe 
were tin n told thai Rhodes c.^pectod tlie 
General and ollicers to put Up with him 
.'It llie sanatorium— a sort of hotel aud 
I'laee foi- iuv.ill.'s. Here we fouud hilU 
■■vai'ing for ii.-<. Soon afterwards Colonel 
K'eKr.vir h came in (having gone out an- 
o'ber way lo meet the General and mi.ss- 
ed b.aii, and thanked tlie General for ve- 
iievi'ig iheni. 

THE FOOD SUri'LIES. 
The iieople at the sanatorium said they 
were doing fairly well for foo<], Rhodes 
having bought lots of chickens before the 
siege began. But the anxiety was awful, 
aud during the last ten days, since the 
big gun with 100-lb. shell bad been tiring 
at them, they had been living iu siuiple 
terror. They hud no idea we were com- 
ing, and the relief and the surprise of it 
was overwhelming. I .saw Rhode.s, who 
was in great form, most amusing and in 
terest-ui;. 

We got the luxury of a big bath, and 
got lo dinner about 9. .Soup, horse, 
chicken, sweet and champagne. Another 
luxury was a bed, which I was very loth 
to leave when I liad to turn out at D 
a.m. next morning. 

We b!id mother "hard day, working 
round northeasl and northwest, ro try 
aud gt't hold of the lioer guns; cleared 
out a few Boem and bad the mortifica- 
tion of seeing others bolting and we too 
beat to follow. Go back late to Kim- 
berley and were promised a whole day's 
rest next day; but at 11 p.m. came a 
meBsage that Cronje had made a bolt of 
it; we were try and stop him and hold 
him. till 'ti;e intantry came up. The 
horses wi-.e lo ho| ( lessly done \ip — men 
pretty v.e'l cooUi o', too — that it seemed 
'rariO«::lic to do much. But we gathered 
tcgellier ab'.ut 1,200 horses capable of 
moving, and were in pursuit at 5 a.m., 
\-. itli a few guns. We literally crawled, 
bii": at jO a.m. wo 

WINDED THE ENEMY. 

Bi'f'iro noon we were in front of 'nim, 
and bo got our first «hell into the bead 
of bis column just on the edge of the 
drift hf- was waiting to cross. There we 
held and shelled him all the nftem6on, 
night and next day for 30 bouro, till the 



infantry come up. ' I hope everyone will 
speak reepectfdlly of cavalry in future! 
We hiid o baddish time after that, half 
rations for men and horses, which didn't 
matter for men, as we had seized plenty 
of sheep and cattle, but it was ruin to 
the exhausted horses. Personally I have 
had a glorious time — ^Ivimberley relieved, 
Conje and his lot bagged. Indirectly we 
have helped a bit in ndief of LadvKinith. 
IJui I am sic-k at the wanton aud useless 
loM of life of our infantry. Here round 
Cronje wo have lost 1,200 to l.oUO— 
when it seemed i.iily necessary to set 
still aud wait. Some people think our 
infantry training is a fault and the men 
expose tbemseives too much. But what 
applies hero may not apjily geuerally. 
-Viiybow, all ranks have done their level 
best to pull it through, aud if we could 
only get the.horscfl lit, could be iu Bluem' 
fonteiu in three days. 



Famous War 
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Something About the Wonder- 
ful Career of Archibald 
Forbes. 



His Travels Only Limited 
the Limits of the 
Earth. 
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Whoever it was that invented the old- 
fasliioued leisurely war correspondent, 
who sent hU "copy" by the next post, 
and expressed the fall of empires in a 
style which would not have shamed Dr. 
.roliiison, one thing is certain, that Archi- 
bald Forbitj was among the lirsi of the 
correspondents lo see the possibilities of 
the telegraph, aud to startle the break- 
fast tables of the world with the news 
of yesterday's battle. 

Yet he never sacrilii'cd his self'-ret^pect 
to speed. His correspondeuci- is a vivid 
in touch, as sure in truth, as hours of 
polishing could make it, and the best of 
it takes its place iu the region of history, 

But lie drifted soon enough into juur- 
nalisni and literature, published a novel, 
long since forgotten, and in 1870 got the 
one chance of his life. He had for smiie 
time contributed articles to the Daily 
-News, aud when w;ir br(d;e out between 
Germany and Kniuce Sir .loliii Robinson 

SENT HIM TO THE FRONT. 
He instantly made his own reputation 
and the fortune of his paper. 'J'he Daily 
-News was not only before all its rivals 
with its news, but the energy and iiie- 
turesiiuene.ss of Mr. Forbes' style were 
unsurimssed by any of his rivals. Hi' 
went everywhere, he saw all things, be 
shrank from no adventure. In his own 
idirase he "witnessed nearly the whole 
of the l''raneo-Germnu War, he saw the 
lii-st man killed, and be slept in the bed 
whieli the lOniperor Napoleon bad occu- 
pied the night of tlie capitulation.'' 

In a nioiith his reiiiltation was made, 
and few later wrili'rs have beitered bis 
method of quick, vivid reporting. Of 
Course, it is not literature in the sense 
that Kinglake's VCdnieA" ia Utoraturc. 
His best work was done for the moment, 
and though the historian will consult it 
for its facts, it is not like Kinglake's mas- 
terpiece, a possession for all time. 

.Moreover, the beat of Archibald Forbes' 
despatches have a cerlaiu superliciality. 
i'ou do not get from llu ui an impression 
of war m its philosophic sense; they do 
not describe the effect of war upon the 
human character, as Mr. Stephen Crane 
has described it. But they give the 
sounds and fiights of the battlelieid. as 
they struck a seeing eye and an alerl 
car, with just that amount of personal 
interest necessary for 

.V. LIFELIKE PRESENTATION. 

A\'hat, for instance, could be better 
ilian 'this description of the last moments 
of Gravolotte, when the battle was not 
yot lotit nor won, aud when the triumph 
of Germany was still undecided?— 

"The strain of the crisis was sickening 
as We waited for the i.<.-iue in a sort of 
rapt spasm of sombre silence. T'be old 
King sac with his back against a wall on 
a ladder, one end of which rested on a 
broken gun-carriage, the other on a dead 
horse. Bismarck, with an elaborate as- 
smiiption of coolnesci which his restless- 
ness bidied, made pretenn' to be reading 
letters. The roar of the c-losr battle 
swelled and deepelie.l, till the very 
ground triuiiblcd beneath us. T'he night 
fell like a pall, but the blaze of an ad- 
jaeeiil. conllagration lit up the anxious 
group here by the churchyard wall. I''rom 
out of the medley of broktui troops litter- 
ing the slope in fr(Uit rose suildenly a 
great shout, that grew in volume as it 
rolled nearer The hooiv of a galloping 
lojrse I'll tiled <in the causeway. A nio- 
lueni later Moltke. his face lor mice 
iinivering with excitement, sprang from 
the sadille, and, running towards tbo 
King, cried out: "It it< good for us; wo 
have restored the position, and the vic- 
tory is with your majesty!" The King 
siirang to his feet with n fervent 'God 
be thanked!' and then burst into tears." 

Here, indeed, you got. more than the 
sounds and sights ot war. The passage 
is touched with an emotion which re- 
inindK you of a rhapsody of the Prince de 
Eigne. That eminent warrior said lu> 
l ould not understand why a soldier did 
not die of joy when he won, and of grief 
when he lost. And the tears of the Prus- 
sian King are the proper expression of 
such a joy as can only come to a great 
statesman or ii victorious general. 

The Francu-I'russiaii war definitely 
fixed the career of Archiliald Forbes. 
Henceforth he was a "special correspon- 
dent," whose travels were limited by the 
limits of the earth. He saw all tbo 
continents aud 'ho missed no war of bis 
time. In 1874 he visited India in time 
of famine, and two years later he revisit- 
ed it under pleasauter auspices with the 
I'rinco of Wales. But war was the pas- 
sion of his fife, aud in 1877 be crossed 
the Danube with the itussian army, was 
present at the firece battle of Plevna, 
aud witnessed the fighting in the Sbipka 
Pass, 

No sooner was that fight over than he 
started upon a ride of over ISO miles to 
the nearest telegraph ofllce. Upon this 
ride he outstripped all the Emperor's 
messengers, and was, in fact, the first to 
bring the news to tlie Russian headquar- 
ters. For this exploit he received the 
Order of St. Stanislas, aud here is his 
own spirited account of the interview 
which on that day he had 

W^TII THE EMPEROR: 

'-The lO.npero.' received me with great 
kindness, shaking liands, and paying a 
compliment to my hard riding. He was 
gaunt, worn and haggard, his voice brok- 
en by iiervousuo.ss and the asthma that 
alilicted him. Some montlis later I saw 
bis majesty in St. Petersburg-a very 
monarch, upright of figure, proud ot gait, 
attired in a brilliant unifcrui, and cover- 
ed with decorations. A glittering court 
and suite thronged around the stately 



man with enthusiastically respected hom- 
age. The dazzling splendor of the Win- 
ter Palace formed the setting of a sump- 
tuous picture. And as I gazed on the 
magnificent scene I could hardly realise 
that the centra! figure of it, in the pomp 
of Ills imperial state, was of a verity the 
self-same man in whose presence 1 bad 
stood in the squalid Bulgarian hovel— the 
same worn, anxious, shabby, wistful man 
who, with spasmodic utterance, aud the 
exiiression iu his eyes as of a bunted 
deer, had asked me breathless questions 
as to the epis(jdes aud issue ot the light- 
ing." 

A iiioiith later he visited Cyprus, recent- 
ly ceded to us by the Treaty ot Berlin, 
and witboi.it any resent went off to Jel- 
lalabad with the Kbyber Puss force. 
Thereafter he interviewed King Theebaw 
in Mdndalay, and was present with Lord 
Ch«lmnford at the batter of Ulundi, 
where once more he proved

Having been in the saddle all day he 
set out when the last shot was fired, and 
rude 120 miles to Laudsinann's Drift 
the nearest point from wliich a telegram 
could be sent. 

Thence ho sent the- news lo Sir Bartle 
Frcre aud Sir Garnet Wolseley, aud 
proved once again that be was not merely 
a correspondent but a valuable public ser- 
vant. 

However, .^o fii-eeely active a life could 
but result in broken health aud prema- 
ture age. Compelled presently to desert 
tlie work of a special correspondent, be 
becami! famous as a lecturer, and related 
his amazing experiences to largi; au- 
dii'iices wherever the lOiiglish liingaugc is 
understood. 

Moreover, he published many volumes 
of remiiiisceiicets, and since he bad seen 
ami known more men than any of his 
contemporaries, his works have all an 
absorbing interest. Above all, he hail 
studied and understood the great sol- 
diers of his time. Of Lord Wolseley he 
bad the highest opinion, aud be believed 
iu Sir Redvers BuUcr as the strongest 
soldier of the British Army. But it is 
Skobeleff that he puts at the head of 
them all, and Archibald Forbes' admira- 
tion is as high a compliment as that sol- 
dier lias ever received. 

.VreliilKild Forbes is dead — dead prema- 
turely old at no more than sixty-two. He 
had the good fortune to choose and to 
perform thw work for which he was best 
lilted. And his career is a jiroof (if in- 
deed proof were needed, that a war cor- 
respondent cannot perform his dillicult 
task without a cheerful sacrifice of health 
and life.

\^'llell .\1. de Bosj-iUe returned lo the 
ciairt in France he was mostly i-oldly re- 
i-eived.

The chairman at u late meet- 
ing of the I£oyal Buntanic .Society, ad- 
voi.-ated the wood-sorrel as the true sham- 
rock, its leaves being more distinct than 
the others. 

In our utilitarian age the (.Jerman plau 
of iilauting fruit trees for shade along 
highways is not likely tu be overlooked. 
In Alsace-Lorraini." the wayside orch- 
ards, which are farmed out by the .state, 
now yield an annual revenue ot iriO,000 
francs, and Switzerland, Belguiui and 
Luxemburg are successful borrowers of 
the idea. In b''raiici' the chief shade 
trees are the poplar, the ash and the 
elm, which on the national roads are cut 
for timber at the age of about sixty yeai-s. 
Pruit trcce— such as the cherry, the pi.-ar, 
the apple ond the plum— now appear ou 
the roads of several departments instead 
of these forest trees, and the French gov- 
eriiiui.'ut is likely to become one of the 
world's great growers of fruit.

The treatment of pulmonary cmisump- 
tion by the electrical method of li'.\r- 
sonval has been made the subject of a pa- 
per to the h'rench .-Vcademy by M. Dou- 
iner. The liigh-freiiuency brush dis- 
charge is apiilied to the skin just above 
the diseased tissue five minutes each 
day, and the results have been very satis- 
factory in the earlier stages. The syni))- 
toiiis of ilisease vanish in sin cessiun, the 
last to disajipear being the stethoseoiiic 
sounds, which usually persist until aflt'r 
six or eight months of treatiuent. Of 
the seventeen cases undertaken, two were 
in the initial stage, wliile a few showed 
advanced signs of softened tissues, but 
all were treated successfully, aud no 
relapses have been reported.

\\'hatever be the primary of secondary 
cause of death, it is nearly always the 
heart that dies first. Prof. Notimagel, 
lecturing the other day before a Vienna 
society, pointed out that this Is true 
whether death is natural— due to the suc- 
cessive wearing out of the nerve cells, 
thi'ii other groups of tissues, and finally 
the niiiscles— or whether the heart is 
brought lo a standstill by acute cu- eliVon- 
ie disease. The congest ion of sells aud 
tissui' is both cases sets in from want of 
oxygen. In ]ioisoiiing with prussic acid, 
the wluile body is dead before tlic heart 
ceases to beat, but ibis is only the exeep-,. 
lion to the rule, the reverse being true in 
all other cases. However great the fear 
of death, there is abundant reason to be- 
lieve it painless in nearly every imagin- 
able form. I'onsciousness eeasoi before 
the heart stops. In a filial gunsliot 
wound the action ot the bullet is luorti 
rapid than the message to the braiji an- 
nouncing it, and there is consenuently no 
pain. Dentil Ivf,- burning is early niadt« 
IiainlesH bj suffocation, which also re- 
lieves before deatii the distress of liruny 
who die from disease. In acute feverish 
disease, bacterial poison brings on de- 
pression, apathy, and indifference, .iind 
death is free from both dread and pain.

An asphalted pasteboard from Norway 
and a wood and jiaper board from Swe- 
den are new building materials of great 
probable usefulness. The first is made, 
1iy compressing together several layers of 
heavy iiajier and asphaltuin, the prodoet 
being a suiootS,. qolid plate, which is 'as 
strong as wood and cheaper, which 'wlH 
not crack orVro.t, and which is adapted 
'for- 'Walls and. ceilings,' for panels, and 
for' manij' other purposes. The second 
material is a boanl having :\ centra! lay- 
er of ciosely-fitted bits of wood, with a 
layer of cement and an outer layer of 
paper on each side. The pajK'r has bei'ii 
compressed and made waterproof. The 
boards are made 4 feet wide and S to IS 
feet long, and an,- adapted not only for 
the interior lining of houses, but for mak- 
ing trunke. boxes, tables, and other ligl.t 
artieh'K. The boards can be poiished ■ 
painted.

The 
summits of the .Timgfrau in Swil-/.erlaiid, 
and of Popocatepetl in Mexico, have 
thus been telephotographed with remark- 
able p.xaetiiess ami clearness.

THE VICTORIA CROSS. 

The^ Decoration is Worth 40,000 Timca 
' its intrinsic Value. 

It is one of the many fascinating pecu- 
liaritiee of the Victoria Cross that, al- 
though it is intrinsically one of the most 
valueless of things, it is not only one of 
the most coveted possessions life has to 
offer, but it u\;tually reprceent a money 
value more out of proportion to its cost 
than almost anything on earth. 

Intrinsically it is a fragment of old gun 
metal fashioned into a plain Maltese 
cross, less than an inch and a half! 
square, and weighing a shade under an 
ounce, while its value in material is a lit- 
tle over a penny. Actually it represents, 
quite apart 'from, all -the glory associated 
with' it, a life pension of a commutedl 
value of at least £200. 

Thus, In actual money the simple cross 
of bronze is as valuable as liftj'-teeven 
crosses of gold of wiual weight; and its 
iutriiitjic value of less than a penny farth- 
ing is multiplied more than 40,000 times. 
It would seem also, that there is somo 
my.stic virtue in this cross "for valor" 
which confers on its wearers length of 
days; for it is a curious fact that V.C. 
men, having once dared Death ami es- 
caped his clutcheti, like pensioners live 
longer than their fellows. Of the men 
who won the cross in the far-away fif- 
ties no fewer than sixty-four are living 
to-day; so that, of all the living men who 
lire entitled to wear the cross, more than 
two out of every five have lived to wear 
it for more than forty yean-.

"Tho first seedless o^nge trees wero 
apparently freaks of nature," writes a 
California' correspondent of the Xewi 
'York Sun.- ' -^iThelr counterparts have 
never been found. In the summer of 1S72 
WlUiiim F. Jiidson, United States con- 
sul at' Bnhiu, Brazil, heard an account 
from natives of a few trees iu the 
swamps on the north bank of tho Ama- 
zon some sixty miles inland that bore 
oranges without seeds. He was of scien- 
tific bent and consul that knew his busi- 
ness. Ho had heard of the starting ofl 
orange groves, in Florida, and he be- 
lii-ve(I that seedle:-« orange trees wore 
well worth experinieutiug with there. .So 
he sent a native ui> the river to cut somo 
of the friut. When the native returned 
the consul was deliglited with the speci- 
mens. Forthwith lie si>iit six of the 
orange tree slioot.«. carefully packed iu 
wet moss and cla.v. to the agricultural 
department at NYasliiiigton I'lir propaga- 
ti(Ui. The trees did not excHe as niiicli, 
attention iu the depart iiiciit as the en- 
thiisiasiic consul had expected. Two of 
the shoots, whic h were no bigger than 
hoi>so wips, died fi-(pin lack of care in tiie 
department grounds, and the other.s were 
almost forgotten in a few months. In 
tho -Nvinter of 1873 Mrs. Horatio Tib- 
bet ts, a native of Slaiue, was visiting the 
family of her cousin, Gen. Benjntiiin F. 
Butler, then a congressman from Mas- 
sachusetts. Her husband had recently 
iciiioved from Hoston to Los Angeles, 
C.-il.. and was almiii to pre-empt a tract 
of government land in the San Bernard- 
ino valley. The solienie was an imcer- 
taiu one, but anylidw he iiiieinlcil Id i.'row 
senii-troiiical fruits there. He asked .Mrs. 
Tilibetts to get from General Butler an 
introduction at the agricultural depart- 
ment. She was then to iisk for speci- 
mens of fruits and shrubs suitable for 
experimental propagation in southern 
California. Among other tilings .Mrs. 
Tibbetts got from the depart mental 
grounds the four surviving m'ange tree 
shoots from Brazil. The trees reached 
Mr. '.LMbbotts safely at Uiverside, Cal., a 
week later and w-erc iiniiiediately plant- 
ed. That was in December. 1S78. One 
of the shoots died from neglect anil an- 
other was broken and (-hewed u|) by a 
cow. 

"Five years jiassed and tho two surviv- 
ing trees came into bearing. In the win- 
ter of 1S78-79 they bore sixteen oranges, 
the first seedless oranges ever grown in 
North America. The specimens were 
carried about southern California and 
shown to all ranchmen nnd fruit growers. 
Thero were many who doubted whethei' 
the trees would annually bear such royol 
specimens of orange culture. Nearly 
every one believed that the fruit would 
become coarse and tough in a few years 
more. So tiie second crop was awaited 
with curiosity among the neighbors. 
There were about a box of oranges iu 
the second yield, and they were oven bet- 
ter than thosi^ of the lirst crop. The 
fame of the Tibbetts soedlcsa oranges 
went far ami wide in soutliern California. 
People who were growing the obi-fashion- 
ed oranges travelled Inuidreils of miles 
ill wagons to sei> the trees. Still there 
oelieveil that such a freak asa seedless 
believed that such a frea kas a seedless 
fruit could ever be propagated into on 
established industry. 

"Mr. Tibbetts was sure that there was 
a fortune in his new variety of oranges. 
For two years he experimented with pro- 
pagating trees from shoots and cuttings 
from his two seedless orange trees. But 
all his nttemi.its were failures. Finally 
ho hit upon the scheme of budding from 
the seedless navel trees upon seedling 
trees. Experiments along that line were 
siueoHsful. It wns found that a Lud 
taken from one of Tibbetts' two navel 
orange ttoets and grnfted into the bark 
(>f a seedling trees Avoiild grow to be a 
limb which bore seedless navel oranges. 
Then Mr. Tibbetts grow tiny seedling or- 
iiige trees, just as had been done by 
orange growers for ages, and budded into. 
Iho trunk of each little tree several navel 
orange buds. When the buds had be- 
come branches of the trees, he cut away 
all the original or seedling branches", 
leavhig only the navel orange branches to 
bear fruit. In this way he easily created 
navel orange trees, and tbe prdblein of 
growing seedless oranges was solved. 

"The planting of groves of seedless 
orange iroes propagated from buds from 
I lie two original oi-ange trees iiu the Tili- 
betts place began in earnest ibrougholit 
soiitherii California in the winter of 1SS2. 
In the fidlowing year the deiiiaiid for 
buds from the Tibbetts trees was so 
large jhat a dozen biiils sold froiiuenlly 
for ■ff'i. and some growers, ilesinuis of 
getting navel orange hinls of genuine 
iin.-ilil.v. paid .'.^l eac-h for lnids. In 1SS4 
llie iwo Tibbetts trees rurnisliod buds 
iliat sold for •'?l,.'iO(.). anil .-, tall fence was 
Imili about them to keep puoidi! from 
stealing buds. ,V year or two later the 
Iwo orange li-ees that had been pruiiagat- 
ed t1-om the Tibbetts trees began to bear, 
and they themselves f ii raislieil tens of 
llionsaiuls of navel biiils as good as those 
Iroiii the two original trees. Then tbe 
lirst naval orange groves began to bear 
fruit, and from that time the booin in 
iiavi-1 orange groves has i-oiitinueil. No 
one plants seedling or.inge trees nowa- 
days, and tentj of thousaaos of spodliug 
trees have boon budded into navel or- 
ange trpoH, The average returns from 
sei.'dling orange groves in southeni Cali- 
fornia during tho last ton j-ears have 
been loss than .flOO an acre while thero 
are many navel orange gi'oves in this 
region that have yielded net profits 6f 
^'JtTtO and ijaOO an acre n year. 

'"The two trees from which have come 
directl.v and indire<.'tly all the navel or- 
jingos in the world are still on the old 
Tibbetts ranch in Riverside. Since Mr. 
Tibbetts received the shoots from the 
iigricnltural dopartmout and began pro- 
Jiagatiug the first seedless oranges, Riv- 
erside has grown fnuu a hamlet of less 
tlian tiiirly American residents to a 
beautiful prosperous city of 14,000 popti- 
liitb.m. witli an assessed valuation of ^IS,- 
275,000. It is the greatest oraugo pro- 
ducing locality in the world. Some 
<X)0 acres of land is devoted to orange 
growing. The avi^rage annual shipments 
of oranges from RivMside are 1,000,000 
bo.xes, valued at .'$2,100,000. .-Vll this 
htis come friun the introduction of Tib- 
betts' seedless navel oranges, and just 
now the Riverside Press and tho lead- 
ing citizens of Riverside are urging that 
the two trees should bo removed to the 
public park and there surrounded by an 
iron fence, fo that the interesting history 
of tbe seedless navel orange uia.v be 
the better preserved \n another,, genera-

of all nations and ciiuies there is not one 
upon thai roll of honor whose fanjc in 
this respect surpaesoy il it talics :rauk 
-with that of Confucius, says the Chieago 
Ohcouiole. 

I'o vast numbers tbc sage of China -is 
tbe ideal sage of the world. i'nnpi)i~-'- 
•ciated while livins, oxeept by a U'W, the 
name -of Confucius in to-day rovuri'd-and 
woraltipped by a areater uuiulmr of the 
■carylh's inbabit4vnts than is tlval nf any 
other being who .lias ever livnl. 'I'o a 
thinlciDg mind, iharefore, tlu' mutiiinii na- 

" turally suggests iitsolf, wliercin liis the 
cause of thrs? Why this jutGiiso, du- 
votfd, luiL'iiualL'tl vi'iioratiMi — one may 
■ almost say adoration— for the name of 
this (luiet, unolvtriisive lich-olar aud manV 
A name which has come down to us 
■througli all the ages, and wJutdi now, af- 
ter 2,-100 years have rolled by, stands 
■out as the .pole star auKiivg .the world's 
moral and intellectual luminaries. There 
must be umise for this. It cannot bo ac- 
cidental. History is .not keen on re- 
cording, century aftcj- century, tbe 
names of imedioere men. In attempting 
to discover the secret 'Of this nearly 
worldwide homage one .must almost ex- 
clusively resort to the teachings and say- 
ings of ihe man himself, ivery little out- 
side regarding him having come down to 
us. Here, however, many think is to be 
he found not only tihe .solution of this 
problem, and the seciiet of his fame, but 
the material as well for forming a judg- 
ment respecting the man. 

Confucius was born 551 years before 
the Christian era, or .i!,-150 years ago. 
His parentage, though respectable, was 
not distiuguisliod • for honor, wealth or 
position. His father was a soldier in 
the service of the government, and was 
noted for bravery. The sou, when uot 
toacliing, was occupied much of the time 
in the employ of the Empire, first as 
storekeeper, and siibsequently in more 
prominent positions. Under the govern- 
ment his abilities and faitlifulness were 
appreciated, and later in life his counsel 
and advice wore eagerly sought by his 
superiors in authority. While legendary 
talcs are told of marvelous happenings 
at his birth, the same as in the case of 
the birth of every other sage who hus 
ever lived, no' claim of inspirintiou has 
ever been made for his teachings either 

■ by bia disciples or admirers. He made 
110 claim to be s'fted above other men. 

"He was i>lain Confucius— plain Knn-foo- 
'Tlze or Chung-ue; a man represented to be 

• excessive modesty, making no profession 

;;of perfection, but constantl.v lamenting 

'ihis shortcomings iind want of ability. Ho 
■was an earnest scholar, •'constantly striv- 
ing after the good and to know the 

:truth.", The. wisdom and insiglit^of wlrieh 
lu? - was i>ossessod were the same, ho 
claimed, as all coitld possess by allowing 
their, natures, through virtue, to. unfold, 
and by; keeping close to the laws of their 
being, differing, :possibly, in degree, "but 
not' in the nattire or nninner of aecpiir- 
ing. His character is represented to have 
been one of exceeding luimility. His 
great "knowledge and learning, coupled 
with the conscicusuess, of how little be 
knew ia view of the vast volume of trnrh 
•which he conceived lay beyond, which 
he could neither see nor catch n glimpse 
of, made it so. He is represented to 
have been a gieat lover of antiquity, and 
claimed to have "been largely in its debt. 
With all of his great learning he seems 
to have lived much in the past. He is 
represented to have been n strict observer 
of the ceremonies of his time, and of flie 
rules of propriety as instituted in the 
country in which he lived; to such an ex- 
tent that lie may be said to have been 
almost a "stickier;" even to the point of 
puDctiliou-sness. 

ITHLOSOI'IIKR, \0T KCOTIST. 

(.'oufuriiis is .said to liave had "iio f.'.'ju'- 
gone coiichisiou.'^., no arbitrary iircdelcr- 
minations, no obstinacy, no egotism." His 
gr(,.at strength and power, it must lie ad- 
milted, lay where lay those of our own 
Washington, and where lie the strength 
and power fif the highest type of all lr.ue 
greatness, in thi; mor.il ulement. While 
he is not accredited with having been the 
founder of any itistitution of learning, 
like Aristotle or I'lato, he is accreilited 
with having upon the roll of his scho(jl 
.116 high as 300 students at a tinu'. 
procinted by both sdholars and disciples 
while living, to the masses of his coun- 
trymen he was practically unknown. Thi? 
lie is said to have tolt ieonly. Just before 
.his ileath he is paid to have repiued that: 
"Of ulj the pi'inces of the empire there 
Avas not one who would adopt his prin- 
ciples or obey hLs lesions," hut before 
.two centuries ha<l passed he had be<.omi' 
tbe idol of all China, and lo-day his name 
js revered by nfore than one-third of thii 
^iKipulation of the globe. 

IJr. Legge, considered to be his best 
lOnglish biographer or historian, tells us 
that "in China to-day, where education 
is widely diffused, and where the school- 
jnaster is no more abroad, it is Confu- 
cius in all the schools who is taught"; 
that "nil who receive the slightest tinc- 
ture of learning receive it .at the fonn- 
lain of this man," and that "in the Em- 
pire of China Confucius is the one man 
by whom all possible personal excellence 
is .exemplified' and by' whom all possibla 
lesaone of social virtue and political wis- 
dom are taught." Confuciiifi did not 
claim to be a maker of knowledge. He 
'did not profess to be a discoverer even- 
only a tiaoamitter. But while he dis- 
avowB any pretension to authenticity in 
this respect, posterity discredits his pro- 
test and ascribes It to modesty and hu- 
;;niility of character, for the reason that 
'.'the names of none of those from whom 
'.'he claims to have drawn his knowledge 
^.-.'and wisdom hoB come done to us, while 
j^hia own to-day, after nearly 2,500 'years, 
' js a bright and shining light among those 
of the world's greatest men. 

Confucius taught that the perfection of 
being, the perfection of manhood, was 
the true purpose of life. The seeking 
after happines.s, which is a prompting of 
our natures, he considered a result i)ro- 
ceecUng from tiai being and not an end. 
He taught that the making of the per- 
fect man, the superior man, aa he termed 
it, is the chief end of life,- and that this 
can only he reached through the practice 
of perfect virtue. Virtue, therefore, with 
hint was the all lu all, a necessity to 
tbe dcvelopmept of wan spiritually. It is 
the tttmospbere, bs cJniweii, is wjj5icj>

In tho isniiUllng up of the superior man-, 
and not in the accpiiremcnt of worldly 
jiossessiiva (tor 'their own scke). Confii- 
i-ius considered, lay the s«>urci' of man'"-K 
truest wealth and highest happiness; 
this latter he'considered of.me from with- 
in, not arom "without. Hence, according 
to his view, the nvenno Jay open to the 
pooroeit imao upon earth 'tu amass tsuno 
rich^ landi-enjoy happiness equally with 
the man who might be more plenfifully 
supplied with this world's goods; to the 
hod cawrier equally witii the man oecofpy- 
ing more important pasitiou. Witli him 
there was no bar to any soul upon earth 
acrj-niriag- as much or as little true wealth 
ami happiness as he cir she mighl aspire 
lo. The trivality of life and the aeci- 
dc-iits of -existence wore, in his vicnv, mat- 
ters ofiMttle import, as the following will 
sbcnv: "With coarse rice to ont, witli 
waterito drink and my bended arm foi- a 
jullow.'I' have still joy in theee things." 

GROUXDWOnK OK TIIUTIT. 

^Sincerity, faithfulness and truthfulness 
wore the groundwork of all Confucius 
teachings. With him these virtues con- 
stituted not alone the cornerstone, t)Ut 
the foundation stones in the Iniililing \\\t 
'oC I'linracter. lie could listen to nothing 
which bore the air of iusiiKi..Tity. h'or 
.Tules of the coiidai^t of life aud tlu' regu- 
Ititing of intercourse betwceu individunis, 
when- asked if there were not one -wortl 
which -would serve as a rule of practice 
for one's life, he said: "I* not recipro- 
city- such a -word? What ym do not like 
when done to yourself do not do to oth- 
ers." When asked concerning the prin- 
ciple that jiijury should be i-econiponsed 
M-ith kindness, he replied: "With what 
then -will .voii recomivme kindness? 
Itecompense injury with .instiee and rec- 
ompense kindness with khidness. •■To 
love those whom men hate and bate 
those whom you love, this is an outrage 
to 'the natural feelings, calamities can 
not fail to come down on him who dotv 
so. Hn who recompenses injury with 
i;,indness is careful of his, person." 

Si)eculation upon subjects of which he 
could know nothing he <:oiisidered pro- 
fitless and a waste of thiie. H.- says: "I 
meddle with neither physici^ nor meta- 
physics." "I am not troubled tu aecount 
for the origin of man. nor do 1 seek to 
know about his hereafter." "I do not 
speculate upon tho crcatiQu of things nor 
upon the end of them." "Hxtraordiniiry 
things and spiritual things I do not talk 
about." 

Regarding his belief m a supreme be- 
ing, while Infinity must, from tho very 
nature of things, be incomprehensible to 
tiiiito mortals, making it beyond their ken 
to comprehend or realize the existence 
of an infinite being, ho felt from the per- 
fect wisdom which he -^aw everywhere 
manifest throughout the universe that 
there must be a supreme overruling power 
governing in all things, which power he 
styled, "The Will of Heaven." To this 
[lower he felt profoundly reverent and 
luinibly submissive. 

I'^pon the subject of a futiir(> life Con- 
fucius was what would be termed to-day 
an agnostic, for the reason that he coubl 
find nothing upon which to predicate a 
belief. Tin- future he considered a secret 
locked from finite mortals. Whili> he 
did not disbeli<!ve in a fnture state of ex- 
istence, it was a matter which had not 
been revealed to him and of which he 
could have no knowledge, brnci' he con- 
sidered it idle to .speculate respecting it. 
He was more concerned about 
the life which had been revealed to him, 
and this he professed to understand only 
partially. He was content to let the fu- 
ture take care of itself, entirely resigiu'd 
to the will of heaven. There were in 
his d;iys those who thought or felt that 
they eonld see further Into futurity than 
ho. With such he did nt tidi-spute. "While 
yon do not kiujw about life, how o;in you 
know about ileath?" he said. And .-igiiiii. 
"\"iiu need not wish to know whether 
llu> dead have knowledge or not. There 
is no present urgency upon this jMiiiit. 
Hereafter ymi will know it for yourself " 
I-'iir him death had no teri-ors. " He eoii- 
sidered death an event in the course nf 
iiutui-e. the same as birth ami r)f mi 
greater siguilicanoe. AVlien :isked in re- 
gard to ileatb be replied: "I prcfei- net
